The dispatch following contirms what 
wo iiave before said of the building of 
a railroad from Seattle into Bril- 
'\»\\ Columbia at or near Now Westmins- 
ter 

Washi.soton, Jan. 12. — Grover'a bill, 
introduced in the Senate yesterday, grant- 
ing right of way over the public lands in 
Washington Territory to the Pujjot Sound 
anil Canadian railway company, and for 
other purposes, grant.i such right of way, 
100 feet wide, to the company lo build a 
road from a point on Puget .Sound via 
Ilellingham Bay, to tho northern bound- 
ary of the Territory, or to tho 49th degree 
north latitudo, to connect with tho pro- 
posed road in British Columbia, to con- 
nect with tho line to join tiio Canadian 
Pacific. Tlie company is ein[iuwerod to 
build bridges and take land, not o.xceed- 
in'g' forty acres in any one place, for de- 
pots and., sidingi^. Tho ru.'vd is to bo a 
.public highway for tlie of the govorn- 
'ihAlit. - When the Governor of VVaslling- 
ton Territory shall certify that ten miles 
of the road liavo been completed, the com- 
pany shall have tho right to buy, in legal 
aubdiviaioiis, not exceeding 150 sections 
of' public land, within 15' miles on each 
side of tho tine completed", at §1-26 per 
acre; and with each following completed 
ten milt's, the right to purcliaso lauds, as 
aforesaid, is given. If tho lands aro not 
selected and paid for within live yeara 
from tlio date of the governor'sceriiticate, 
the righ^jO-Vpirps, and i| t.ho right, is not 
completed within six years tho grant ex-

San Fuanci.sco, Jun. 14. — Wm. Gou- 
verneur Jlurris, ex-coUectur at Sitkr%, 
Alaska, arrived on the Columbia this 
nioriiiii^^ ^i^d in 4Q iutervio^ stated piat 
the rich iuineral deposits' of Alaska would 
not fail to attract great attention in tho 
near future. Ijoads found at tho base of 
tho mountains, which can bo traced up 
its sides, were worked by surface diggers 
to a great advantage, so that in tho last 
season, a small force of men made oyer 
8250,000. Near Juneau'and Doiiglaa'Is- 
land quartz diggers have been interfered 
with by the reason that little respect is 
paid to tho privacy or interest of others. 
But in both directions tho work done so 
far is satisfactory and will justify large 
further expenditure. Considerable Pa- 
cific coast capital is finding its way into 
Alaska, and has already brought into pro- 
minence a scries of mines as largo as the 
whole of the Comstock lodo. lie believed 
that tho mines would show a larger body 
of ore in sight than is in tho world, and 
said that eastern capitalists had already 
sent machinery for the purpose of develop- 
ing these great mineral regions. As to 
the shelling of the Hoochenoo village by 
Coinmandoc Moriman, he regarded liim 
ill every way justiiiablo and only appeared 
cruel to persons unacquainted witlilndian 
character. -,.t 

Alaska is destined to occupy a front 
rank in American possoaaions, not only, 
from its valuable tishories, iniiios and 
other valuable mineral duposits, but also 
from its facilities for shiij building. Un- 
fortunately the country is badly in need 
of a recognized authority for the enforco- 
ment of its l.iws, and tho urgency is grow- 
ing more serious from day to-day. The 
respective claims of quartz and hydraulic 
miners, when the country was moro fully 
settled, would lead to interininablo oon- 
Uicts, unless the government cstablishbj 
a system of lav.-a with pow«r to enforce 
them.

Woodward was the victim. - She was way 
laid by masked men on tho border of tho 
woods, and a week later Stafford was ar- 
rested. The evidence was purely circum- 
stantial, and but for one piece of testi- 
mony he would have been acquitted. A 
witness swore positively that accused had 
admitted in confidence to him that he hud 
committed tiio outrage. The witness 
who sent Stafford to the .states prison for 
twenty years was Keuder Mooie, the sui- 
cide, and it is behoved th;it his death bed 
coiifoasion to Cumniings will exonerate

CiiiCAGo, Jan. 12. — T. B. Anderson, of 
this city, who was in the Nowhall house 
at tho time of the lire, gives the follow- 
ing thrilling description; I sat on tho 
window sill of niy room and I saw- tho 
names take my bed and my clothes and 
the floor sink in tho mass of Ibime, before 
I escaped by sliding down the rain spout 
which ran along my window. I had a 
room on tho corner of Michigan street 
and Broadway, fourth floor. It was 
early in tho morning when I went to 
bod, having been in company with L. A. 
Brown, of Philadelidiia, and poor fellow 
I saw him aftrwards go down to his death 
in tho mass of ilamea, without being able 
to help him. It was awful. I walked up 
aiaira lo iny room as the elevator stopped 
running at 12:30. On my way U() I met 
only the watchman :uid I asked him how 
I could oscH[)e in ca.se of fire. He said 
easy enough. There were two ways, one 
by the stairway another by going through 
tho labyrinth hall to the front. Brown's 
room was opposite mine. I went to bed 
after that and was !iwakencd by horrible 
shrieks of burning women and groans of 
burning men. It w.is hell itself, so ter- 
rible seemed to be tho sounds. The 
tlamo-i were crackling all n.nind. As I 
opened the .door a great mass of smoke 
and Uame rushed in and I became stifled, 
I was unable again to shut it and the 
smoke almost killed ino. I had nothing 
on but a gauze undorshirt. I felt my 
strength leavi:ig i.ie; I wa.s choking. I 
sank to the floor; 1 thought 1 was gono 
but my aeiises had not altogether left mo. 
I gathered myself as best 1 could and 
made toward the window, and by a des- 
perateiotfurt succeeded in getting there. 
1 sank again tu tho floor, but rallied and 
attempted to raise tho w-indow. It was 
so well balanced it yielded at unco to my 
puny efi'ort, and went up. I leaned out 
and tho fresh air revived mo. I w-as 
strengthened, and consciousness returned. 
1 looked down below, saw firemen and 
police holding a niattrees. Thoy shouted 
for me to jump on tlia telegraph wires, 
but I refused. I saw ladders against the 
building; I sat down on the window-sill 
and I saw oviiry tiling go down — my cloth- 
ing, valise, everything — unablo to save a 
thing. I shouted, I begged, I implored 
those below to save ; me. They saw mo, 
but gave no help. .1 BaiV my frieii(d'iu6me 
from his room and attempt to come to me 
through the mass of llamo, but saw him 
go into the vortox of Haino to his death. 
Oh, such a sight 1 It was too horrible to 
imagine. I .saw the tin spout. It was 
in part covered with ice. Three women 
and one man tried to descend it, and thoy 
landed in tho valley of death. ' Th'oy lost 
their hold and foil to the street below. It 
w-as tho only means of escape left. I 
(leized it with a frantic oQ'ort of despair. 
Everything inside my room was gone and 
1 caught it in a visolike grip and c.(mii- 
menced to slide. .Sjinotinies I slid ai.x 
to twolvo feet and at others o'nly .a few 
inches, but I kept (lojngidowp, jiaiq^^tne 
ico made by tho'lio'se as a' foothold 'KS.d 
catch for my hands, which you seo aro 
terribly blistered, 1 went clean down to 
tho collar, fifteen feet below the street, 
but I was alivo, clad in only my gauze 
undershirt. On my way down l jaw two 
little girls standing in a window of tho 
third story and they asked mo to save 
thcni, but 1 was powerless to givy them 
aid, and I had to seo those iimocenta, not 
over six years old, sw,allowcd up by the 
heartless flames. I saw Kelsey, Tom 
Thumb's colored servant, go down vyith 
the walh. Ho was clinging to the win- 
dow sill in thu fifth story. I walked out 
to the front and went u[) stairs into the 
ofiice, where I found a w-onian tearing her 
hair. 1 could not ."ce her face and did 
not know who she was. I spoke to her 
but she took no notice of nie. I seiised 
her by tho ankles at)d draggu.d her. down 
bodily, thus saving her life. I went across 
to the express oflico whore T saw Antis- 
dol, w-lio waa leaning over iMrs. Johnson, 
He said, "I am crazy; you rub this wo- 
man. I want to go and save my child- 
ren." I was in a position lo bo rubbed 
myself, being naked and chilly, I said 
to a fireman standing liy, 1 have lost 
everything. He said, "you aro alivo," 
and pointing to a man wlio was clinging 
from tho fifty story window, he said: 
"Hiiw would j-ou like to ch;inge places 
with himf" Si.'inobody gave mo a coat 
ami I walked in my hare feet four blocks 
to the I'laiikington house, I was beside 
myself w-lion I met a woman, w-ho throw 
a shawl over me and said, "Here, poor 
boy, take this."
